A CALL FOR GOLD 


STRANGLED TO DEATH. 


T H E FORMAL ANNOUNCEMENT 
HAS BEEN MADE. 


The Issue Is to Be $50,000,000, “ Re­ 
deemable In Coin," Interest to Date 
From November 1—Fifty Dollars 
to Be the Smallest Denomination of 


the Bonds. 


W a sh in g to n , Nov. 14.—Last evening 
the secretary of the treasury issued the 
following- formal call for bids fox 
another issue of 850,000,000 of 5 pei 
cent bonds:

D e p a rtm e n t, W ash in g ­ 
to n , Nov. 13, 1894.—By virtue of the 
authority contained in the act of con­ 
gress entitled an act to provide for the 
resumption of specie payments, ap­ 
proved Jan. 14, 1875, the secretary oi 
the treasury hereby gives public notice 
th a t sealed proposals will be received 
a t the treasury departm ent, office of 
the secretary, until 12 o’clock noon 
Nov. 24, 1894, for United States 5 pei 
cent bonds, in either registered oi 
coupon form, dated Feb. I, 1894, re­ 
deemable in coin at the pleasure of the 
government after ten years from the 
date of their issue, and bearing inter 
est, payable quarterly in coin, a t the 
rate of 5 per cent per annum. 
Bid ders whose proposals are acceptee 
w ill be required to pay 20 per cant in 
gold coin or gold certificates upon the 
amounts of their bids as soon as they 
receive notice of the acceptance of 
such bids, and to pay in like coin or 
certificates an additional 20 per cent 
a t the expiration of each ten days 
thereafter until the whole is paid; but 
they may at their option pay the en­ 
tire amount *bf their bids when notified 
of acceptance or a t any time wheti an 
installm ent is payable. 
The first pay­ 
ment, however, of not less than 20 per 
cent m ust be made when the bidder 
receives notice of the acceptance of his 
proposal. 
The denominations of the bonds will 
be $50 and upwards, and bidders will 
in their proposals state the denomina­ 
tions desired, w hether registered or 
coupon, the price which the bidder 
proposes to pay, the place where it is 
desired th at the bonds shall be deliv­ 
ered, and the office, w hether th at of 
the treasurer of the United States or 
an assistant treasurer of the United 
States, where it will be most conven­ 
ient, for the bidder to deposit the 
am ounts of his payments. 
The bonds will be dated Feb. I, 1894, 
in order to make the proposed issue 
uniform as to date w ith existing issues; 
•ta t interest thereon will begin Nov: I, 
1894, and bidders will be required to 
pay accrued interest at the rate of 5 
per cent on the face value of their 
bonds from Nov. I to the date or dates 
of payment. 
The total issue of bonds, 
in pursuance of this notice, will not ex­ 
ceed the sum of $50,000,000.

The new ca ll is substantially a copy 
of the one issued last ^February, except 
th a t no upset price Is named. 
An 
official of the treasury Is responsible 
for the statem ent, however, th at all 
bids will be rejected which do not re­ 
su lt in a n et rate of 3 per cent. 
But 
little doubt is expressed of the ability 
of the government to float the bonds 
w ithout difficulty a t th at net rate. 
There is more gold in the banks of the 
country now than in February, but on 
th e other hand the gold stock in New 
York, where the banks will be ex­ 
pected to take most of the bonds is now 
only 
about 
$100,000,000 and some 
doubt is expressed w hether the banks 
there could be induced to draw out 
half their stock w ithout resorting to 
the subtreasury. 
Treasury officials 
hope to secure substantial bids from 
cities outside of New York. 
At the 
time of the last issue a considerable 
am ount of gold was w ithdrawn from 
the subtreasuries for the express pur­ 
pose of using it again in paying for the 
bonds. 
The exact am ount thus w ith­ 
draw n can not be ascertained, but the 
best knowledge obtainable is th at it 
approximated $15,000,000. 
The cash 
balance in the treasury yesterday was 
$103,758,986; gold reserve, $62,001,106. 


Six Mills Per Mile.

Denver, Colo., Nov. 14.—“Strangler’s 
row” was the scene of another murder 
yesterday. 
About 
1:15 
o’clock 
1975 M arket street was visited by 
the fiend whose strange hobby is 
to choke women to death; and when he 
left Kiku Oyama, a Japanese girl who 
ran the place, was a corpse, with the 
marks of the strangler’s work upon 
her throat. 
The m urder of yesterday 
was committed in the same row of 
houses in which Lena Tapper and 
Marie Contassoit were strangled. 
The 
mode 
of 
her 
death, 
too, 
was 
exactly 
similar. 
After 
partially 
choking 
her the 
job 
was 
com­ 
pleted 
by tying a 
towel 
around 
her neck and tightening the noose un­ 
til life left her body. 
The only differ­ 
ence between Kiku Oyama’s murder 
and the strangler’s other job la th at 
she was discovered while her pulse was 
still beating and breath yet in her 
lungs. 
Kiku Oyama was tw enty 
four years old and emigrated from 
Japan to Chicago with the representa­ 
tives 
of her native land to the 
Columbian exposition. There she made 
the acquaintance of Imi Oyama, and 
together they came to Denver last 
November. 
Imi Oyama says he was 
the dead man’s cook, but the neigh­ 
bors say he lived w ith her as her hus­ 
band. 
He was the first person to 
enter the Japanese girl’s room after 
her death.

The boys are 17 and 19 years old.

T ien T sien, Nov. 14—[Special].— 
The Chinese governm ent apologized 
to England this morning for the out­ 
rages committed on the British steam* 
ships in August. 
Hiroshima, N ov. 14.—Field M arshal 
Yam agata’s report, dated Kiu Lien 
Cheng, Nov. IO, says th at there are no 
Chinese troops in th at vicinity. 
He 
adds th at the losses of the Chinese in 
th at neighborhood are not fully known, 
but up to the time of sending his report 
the bodies of over five hundred Chinese 
soldiers 
had been buried by the 
Japanese. 
A great number of bodies 
of Chinese soldiers were found in the 
Aika river. 
V alparaiso, Chili, Nov. 
I .—The 
warship Esmeralda, which has been 
purchased by Japan from Chili, is in 
dry dock here being cleaned. 
She will 
have her trial trip on Thursday and 
will sail for Yokohama next week, 
calling a t one port in Ecuador on her 
way. 
The captain of the Eamaeraldo, 
Senor Emilfe Galin, is a daring and 
intelligent young officer who com­ 
manded Balmaceda’s warship, the Im­ 
perial, which was called the Chil/. 
Alabama during the revolution of 1891. 


Bandits Unable to Enter the Express 
Car But 
they Managed to Rob 
the Passengers and Escape—No 
Clue 
to the Dead Kansas Bank 
Robber’s Identity. 


F ort Smith, Ark., Nov. 14.—Train 
No. 2, south-bound on the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas railroad, was held up 
and robbed at 10:10 o’clock last night 
a t a little siding named Blackstone, 
five miles north of Muskogee. 
There 
were fifteen men in 
the gang, all 
masked. 
The switch was throw n and 
the train run into a sidetrack on which 
were several box cars. An attem pt was 
made to enter the express car, but it 
was unsuccessful. 
The robbers then 
commenced robbing the passengers, 
who up to this time had been merely 
kept under guard. 
Two hundred and 
sixty dollars and eight gold watches 
were secured. 
The robbers then w ith­ 
drew. 
One of the train crew claims 
to 
have recognized Bill Cook as 
one of the bandits. The fact th at more 
money was not secured was owing to 
the passengers hiding their valuables 
while the robbers were endeavoring to 
get into the express car. 
The scene o f 
the holdup is in the midst of the Cook 
rendezvous. 
Almost the entire force 
of Marshal Cramp is now up in the 
country and can go co the scene of the 
raid in a few hours if so ordered.

Congress of Conciliation and Arbitration 
Opens at Chicago* 
Chicago, Not. 14.—The congress of 
industrial conciliation and arbitration 
under the auspices of the industrial 
committee of the Civic Federation was 
opened at IO o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing in Willard hall. 
Morning, after­ 
noon and evening sessions were held. 
Many prominent labor leaders and 
representatives of corporations were 
present.. 
At 
the 
morning session 
Lyman J. Gage, president of the Civic 
Federation, presided. Speakers dur­ 
ing the day were Lyman J. Gage, Prof. 
E. R. L. Gould of the Johns Hopkins 
university, who spoke of the “ History 
of Industrial Conciliation and A rbitra­ 
tion in Europe aud A ustralia,” Joseph 
B. 
Weeks, editor of the American 
M anufacturer and Iron World, who 
deprecated arbitration as a means of 
settling strikes 
At the afternoon session Judge Will­ 
iam A. Vincent, chairman of the com. 
mittee on the congress, presided. 
The 
first speaker on “ Arbitration in Rail­ 
road Affairs” was James Peabody, 
editor of the Railway Review, who 
spoke in defense of the attitude as­ 
sumed by railway corporations and 
other large employers of labor. 
He 
saw no need of state interference. 
The chairman next introduced Con­ 
gressman W. M. Springer, who spoke 
on “The Springer BilL” 
He favored, 
as the only effectual means of prevent­ 
ing industrial conflicts, a spirit of 
justice between man and man. 
Com­ 
pulsory arbitration he did not think 
would be effective. 
The chairman then introduced Con­ 
gressman James A. Tawney of Minne­ 
sota, who spoke on the same subject 
and held practically the same views. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Tawney’s 
address, the chairman called for a five 
minutes impromptu address from Judge 
Tuley, who said as his principal argu­ 
ment: 
“I believe th at if yon would 
enlist your railroad men as yon enlist 
your soldiers, for a definite time, and 
forbid their quitting except on certain 
notice, it would tend and probably en­ 
tirely prevent railroad strikes. ” 
The evening session met at 8 o’clock, 
w ith Rev. Dr. J. H. Barrows in the 
chair. The first speaker was Josephine 
Shaw Lowell of New York, who spoke 
on “ The Distinction Between A rbitra­ 
tion and Conciliation. 
She denounced 
compulsory arbitration as absurd. 
At 
the conclusion of Mrs. Lowell’s paper 
the chairman announced th at the com­ 
m ittee in charge of the congress, the 
speakers who have already addressed 
the congress and those who are yet to 
do so, would meet before the morning 
session to-day to discuss the m atter of 
w hether some proposition should be sub­ 
mitted to the country or to the govern­ 
ment as coming from this con 
w ith reference to conciliation and ar­ 
bitration. 
Mr. Joseph D. Weeks, edi­ 
tor of the American M anufacturer and 
Iron World, thought labor troubles 
would in time regulate themselves 
w ithout state interference. 
Prof. E. W. Semis of the University 
of Chicago spoke on “ The Ethics of 
Arbitration.” 
He took the ground 
that some action which would stop 
the present unrest and prevent the 
loss of life and property which at pres­ 
ent occur during a strike was abso­ 
lutely necessary, or the disruption of 
the country would ensue.

DOING GOOD BUSINESS.

He looked around and left forty dol­ 
lars before he went out. 
While he 
was being entertained, other people 
came in from the country. 
The pro­ 
prietor lest his dinner, but he had 
eighty dollars in the till as the result 
of individual work between 12 and I 
o’clock. 
The next day a similar occurance 
happened at a clothing house on the 
w est side. 
Big: Trade In Shoes 
One shoe house sold last Saturday 
$439.00 worth of goods, mostly to the 
country trade. 
The merchants of 
Janesville are advertising this year, 
as they never advertised before. Some 
of them are spending from $75 to HOO 
a month with the Gazette alone, and 
the increase in business is very ap­ 
parent. 
The benefits

both direct and indirect. 
The man 
who spends the most money is entitled 
to the largest results, but every line 
of trade is indirectly benefitted.

Wife of the Sentenced Banker Lives By 
Taking; In Sewing. 
Much sympathy is expressed by 
Janesville people for Mrs. A. A. Cad- 
mallader, wife of the Superior banker, 
who was sentenced yesterday to five 
years in prison for embezzlement. 
While here she took in sewing for a 
living and is now doing the same 
thing at Madison. 
Her husband de­ 
cided to plead guilty after long delib­ 
eration, he having passed through a 
protracted legal battle since his arrest. 
He is about thirty-eight years of age, 
and came to Wisconsin from Penn­ 
sylvania and organized the Superior 
Naiional bank. 
On April 22, 1892, 
he was charged in an indictment of 
thirty counts, with “embezzling, ab­ 
stracting, and wilfully misapplying 
the funds of the bank." 
His attor­ 
neys demurred, on the ground that 
the indictment was bad for the reason 
of duplicity. 
The demurrer was sus­ 
tained by the court at the April term 
1893. 
Another indictment was then drawn 
but held back. 
A third indictment 
was found consisting of thirty counts 
and charging general misapplication 
of funds, abstraction and embezzle­ 
ment. 
He was tried on the charges 
in the spring term of the court, 1894, 
the jury disagree in their verdict, 
standing eight to four for conviction. 
The attorneys for Cadwallader were 
John C. Spooner and A. L. Sanborn of 
Madison and S. N. Dickenson of Su­ 
perior. 
The prosecuting attorneys 
were United States District Attorney 
Samuel Harper and his assistant J. J. 
Fruit. 
On the trial it was shown that Cad­ 
wallader had not received any per­ 
sonal gain by the money he obtained.

Lineal Descendant of Ralph de Pom­ 
eroy Who Helped William the Nor­ 
man Conquer England. 


Ralph 
Pomeroy the 
man 
who 
raised 
the 
first 
crop 
of 
tobacco 
grown 
in Wisconsin an- 
sweied 
the final summons at his 
home in Edgerton yesterday. 
Mr. Pomeroy was a lineal descend­ 
ent of Ralph de Pomeroy who accom­ 
panied William, the Norman in the 
conquest of England and for which 
service he was knighted by the con­ 
queror, and also represents the eighth 
generation in descent 
from 
Eld ad 
Pomeroy who came froa? England in 
1630 and was one of tne founders of 
Dorchester, Mass. 
From him descend- 
I ed Medad, Jcs.-ph, and 
later 
on 
Nathaniel who was an aid on the staff 
of bis uncle, General Seth Pomeroy in 
the Continental array. 
Thaddeus, of 
the seventh generation was the father 
of the subject of the sketch, who was 
born in Hartford, county, Massachu­ 
setts, March 22, 1814, which makes 
him eighty years of age. Mr. Pomeroy 
was reared upon his father’s farm and 
was accustomed to the raising of to­ 
bacco at the tender age of twelve 
years. 
After receiving a common 
school education he went to Mont­ 
gomery county, Ohio, in 1838 and his 
tobacco fields at Carlton were the first 
seen in that region. 


Lived H ere F o rty -O n e Y ears. 
He was married 
at Springfield, 
Mass., on September 5, 1852 to Miss 
Mary Wood of Long Meadow, Mass., 
and in the spring of 1853 came to 
Wisconsin, settling at Syene, Dane 
county, where Wisconsin’s first crop of 
leaf wa** raised. 
In October of the 
same year he bought bis present farm 
near Edgerton, where he has since re 
sided. 
Mr. Pomeroy was a whig 
in his 
youth and voted twice for William 
Henry Harrison for president. 
When 
the republican party succeeded the 
principles of the whig'partisanr, the 
allegiance of Mr. Pomeroy went with 
the principles. 
He never sought po­ 
litical office and only once, when he 
was 
elected 
town 
supervisor, 
had 
he 
accepted 
one. 
His family were Congregationalists, 
and he himself sustained that church 
and was a man of excellent character, 
enjoying the confidence of all who 
knew him. 
He was a brother of W. 
M. Pomeroy of this city and*Andrew 
Pomeroy of Fulton, and leaves besides 
three children, W. T. Pomeroy, Mrs. 
Milford Pelion and Orrin Ralph Pom­ 
eroy. 
The funeral will be held 
at 
the home near Edgerton at I o'clock 
Friday afternoon.
